“ Blue Gallies”, the mansion of S. L. 
Johns, near McSherrystown, was sold 
at public sale on Saturday to the F irst 
National Rank of G ettysburg a t a bid 
of $7800. 
The house, one of the most impos­ 
ing and 
most 
costly 
residences 
in 
Adams County, was 
erected in 1808 
by Mr. Johns a t a cost of $40,000. 
It 
is built of York County limestone and 
derives its name from 
the 
m aterial 
and 
the 
numerous 
gables 
on 
the 
house. A stable and fence, of the same 
stone, combined lo make the property 
one of the finest in the county. All of 
the m any rooms are large and finely 
appointed 
and elaborate decorations 
made 
the 
interior 
of 
exceptional 
l>eauty. 
During the Johns financial reverses 
of recent years the 
property has not 
been maintained with 
the 
necessary 
care and portions of the 
house 
and 
other buildings have 
fallen into bad 
repair which accounts in p art for the 
low price it brought. 
The sale on Saturday was conducted 
by J. L. Williams Esq., 
assignee 
of 
the estate which will 
now be closed. 
The first bid of $5000 
was placed by 
William McSherry Esq. and 
it 
w*as 
gradually advanced until the figure of 
$7800 
was 
reached 
when 
it 
was 
knocked down to the local hank.

and his capital from capture ami. per­ 
haps, sack by a victorious army, Gen­ 
eral Huerta intends to resign the pro* 
visi mal presidency of Mexico and w ill 
leave the country.

Id:, i-la• e on the bench to take an ac­ 
tive part in one of the busiest sessions 
in the court’s history. 
The court adjourned June 22 for the 
summer after disposing of a record 
t'umber of cases, many of them of 
I.n a t importance, and ten days ago 
Justle e Burton went to the seashore 
with his family, hoping to gain some 
strength in the salt air. 
The justice was in his usual he alth 
before retiring on Saturday night and 
had taken his custom ary evening out­ 
ing on the boardwalk.
